Little Rock, and we suppoee is due to
competition between the railronds and
steambouts, Why cannot our merchants
use the same tactics, and, through the
Memphis road, or steambeats, or both,
compel a8 good rates as the Pine Blufl
people. '‘Compelition is the life of trade.’
At present flour; ete,, ean be sold by
Pine Blufl’ merchants at a profit all the
way between here and therzat lower
rates than it can be laid dowu in Little
Rock. Thiz won't begin to do."
